SUBJECT : Senator Pell's Interest in the Case of 
Raoul Wallenberg 


1. You will recall that a Mr. Christison of Senator 
Pell's office contacted me on 18 April with regard to this 
case and'I transferred the action to you, offering to pro- 
vide an NFAC input. 


, inati bigs, [|] 
indicated the following: 


a. Raoul Wallenberg was a Swedish diplomat who 
went to Hungary in 1944 to arrange for the movement 
of Hungarian Jews to Sweden. He was carrying a dip- 
lomatic passport. He was in Budapest when Soviet 
troops occupied the city in 1945. The matter of his 
whereabouts has been of considerable concern to the 
Swedish government and has involved the Swedish Prime 
Minister as well as former Premier Krushchev and Premier 
Kosygin. 


b. Wallenberg was a member of a prominent Swedish 
banking family. After his disappearance in 1945 there 
were several reports that he was a prisoner in the So- 
viet Union. After diplomatic correspondence between 
the Swedish and Soviet Governments the Soviets answered 
in 1957 that Wallenberg had died of a heart attack in 
a Soviet prison in July 1947. The Soviets disclaim 
any further knowledge of Wallenberg. 
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Nevertheless, there have been several al 
25X14 that Wallenberg was alive, at least as late as the 
1950s, and in a Soviet prison camp. The Soviets 
have officially and repeatedly denied these reports. 


This office has no further information on the Wallen- 


berg case although it continues to surface periodically 
in the press. 


3. The United States Embassy in Stockholm in 1965 
forwarded to Washington translations of the detailed diplo- 
matic notes between Stockholm and Moscow on this case. I
